General Villara ran down the re- 
port that a battle had occurred to- 
day in the neighborhood of Eagle Pass 
and that Franeisco I. Madero had been 
wounded. The Mexican officer com- 
municated with Colonel Pena at Ciu- 
dad Porfirio Diaz and the colonel de- 
clared the story unfounded. He said 
no trace of Madero had been found. 

Captain J. H. Rogers, of the Texas 
tangers, returned from Minra, Texas, 
this afternoon and reports tranquillity 
in that vicinity. He states that any 
force of revolutionists which might 
have exicted in that neighborhood have 
either taken to the brush or have 
crossed the river. into Mexico. 

Ranger Force Still on Duty. 

The ranger force of Captain Rogers, 
together with the force of the United 
States marshal and the United States, 
army, still remain on the scene in or- 
der to prevent any violation of the 
neutrality laws.

Swift Vengeance Dealt 
by Carolina Mob. 


While Fighting Bravely to Pro- 
tect Herself From Savage 
Attack of a Negro, Nannie 
May Shealey Is Brutally Mur- _ 
dered. 


Little Mountain, 8S. C., November 
26.—With his body riddled with bDul- 
lets and a lantern hanging above his 
head, Flute: Clarke, a: negro, lies dead 
tonight on the side of Little Mountain. 
He was iynched shortly after 18 
o'clock for the murder and attempted 
assault of Nannie May Shealey, the 14- 


year-old daughter of a well-to-do 
planter of this section. The crime 
was committed this afternoon at 4 
of'cféck in the yard of the home of the 
girl while she was alone. Her head 
was almost severed with a knife, fol- 
lowing a fierce struggie with the ne- 
gro. The negro was employed by the 
father of the girl and had worked oa 
the place for twelve years. 

1,000 Men in Mob. 

There were at least 1,000 men in the 
mob that completely eluded the offi- 
cers of several counties who had gone 
to the scene to get the negro. Foli- 
lowing the crime the negro came to 
the house and assisted the physicians 
in dressing the wounds. He was later 
spirited away to a secluded spot after 
making a confession, it is alleged, to 
crowd. The members of the 


While the officers searched 
the mob took another direction, com- 
ing upon the negro and literally shot 
his body to pleces. 

Girl Alone When Attacked. 

This afternoon the mother left the 
girl alone In the house to visit @ near- 
by neighbor. Several moments after 
the young brother of the girl coming 
home, found his sister near a cellar 
door. He gave the alarm. The father 
was in a field near-by. Tae tfews of 
the crime spread quickly over two 
counties and a large crowd soon gath- 
no rowdyism. 

The negro is alleged to have made a 
confession, in which he stated that he 
went to the house for water and asked 
the child to bring him some potatoes 
to the well. When she brought them 
he made his murderous attack. He 
said that the girl screamed and said 
she was going to tell her father. He 
then cut her throat. The girl was 
dragged about 30 yards from where 
she wae attacked. A physictan, after 
an eXamination, said that the negre 
had not accomplished his purpose. 

The inquest will be held over the 
body of the girl and the body-+sof the 
negro tomorrow.

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The city’s new first-size, four-steam 
fire angine, ndmed “Steve R. Johnston,’ 
in honor of the well-known member 
of the board of fire masters, was given 
a thoroughly satisfactory try-out yes- 
terday afternoon by Chief W. B. Cum- 
mings, in front of fire headquarters. 
The engine, a beauty in red and gold 
paint and nickel plate, is a Metropoli- 
tan, and was made Dy the American- 
La France Fire Engine Company, at 
Elmira, N,. Y. 

This class of engine is listed at $6,- 
200, but the city was fortunate enough 
to obtain it in exchange for $4,000 and 
an old American engine, which was 
worth little more than scrap iron. 

The first torch was applied to the 
“Steve R. Johnston” at 3:37 o'clock, 
and in a little less than 8 minutes the 
boiler had developed a sveam pressure 
of 100 pounds. Four lines Were then 
fastened on, and the engine was soon 
throwing water at the rate of 1,12V 
gallons a minute by actual test made 
by officials of the Southeastern Tariff 
Association. 


As the four streams sprayed through 
the air, the sun shot through the mist 
and formed the complete arch of a 
rainbow. 

The spectators were suddenly call- 
ed from the contemplation of things 
beautiful, however, by the shout of 
“Fire!” and it was discovered that the 
small hut, in front of which the engine 
was standing, had caught from the 
sparks falling from the smokestack. 
This was soon extinguished by the 
small hose attached to the engine for 
this purpose, and the “Steve R. John- 
ston” had put out its first fire.

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WILT RESIS TANT 
SEED DISTRIBUTED 


The state department of agriculture 
has ordered 500 bushels of Dixie wilt 
resistant cotton from Jesse Faust, of 
Plains, Ga.. who has had wonderful 
succesg in raising a new type of cot- 
ton to resist the ravages of black root. 

The crop raised by Mr. Faust was 
from select seed grown at Zellobee, 
and distributed by the Georgia state 
entomologist in 1906, it having orig- 
inated from a selection made by Pro- 
fessor W. A. Orton, of Alabama, in 
1902. 

Last year the contrast presented on 
Mr. Faust’s farm between the ordi- 
nary cotton and the Dixie resistant 
cotton was marked. In the fields of 
ordinary upland cotton the destruc- 
tion by black root was most serious, 
amounting to almost one-half the crop. 
A. C. Lewis, assistant state entomol- 
Ogist states that, on Mr. Faust’s 
place; from 25 to 50 per cent of the 
Peterkin cotton died, while the Dixie 
cotton planted beside it showed a loss 
of only 1 to 5 per cent. 

In discussing the wilt § resistant 
qualities of the Dixie cotton, Mr. Lewis 
said: 

“The Dixie cotton is very resistant 
to the wilt, or black root, disease of 
cotton; and will grow and make a 
very good crop, as a rule, where other 
cotton dies. If the nematode worms 
are very numerous in the soil the 
Dixie cotton will also die, more or less. 
For this reason we recommend a ro- 
tation of crops to rid the soil of 
nematode worms. This may be done 
by planting the diseased field for two 
of three years in any of the following 
crops: Corn, sorghum, wheat, rye, oats, 
iron cowpeas, velvet bean, and pea- 
nut. Where it is desired to grow cot- 
ton, no crop should be grown that will 
support the nematode worn, such as 
cowpeas, all varieties except the iron; 
watermelons, sugarcane, okra, toma- 
toes and Irish potatoes. The 200 bush- 
els of cotton seed we secured from 
Mr. Faust last season have, as a rule, 
produced crops that stood the disease 
well.”

MARIETTA STREET’S CRISIS. 


The fate of a splendid civic campaign of many months’ dura- 
tion now hinges on the history of a few days, and upon the respon- 
siveness of a few property-owners on Marietta street depends the 
future of that important thoroughfare. 

Under the faithful guidance of Councilman W. T. Winn, 
movement to widen the street from Tabernacle Place to . " 
avenue has gradually rounded into mature proportions, until at pres- 
ent all *' xt stands in the way of consummation is the withk-'d co- 
cperation of a handful of property-owners. 

The $13,000 city appropriation which had been set aside to aid 
in the work will be withdrawn in a short time. Unless the plan is 
completed and all agreements legally signed forthwith, this urgent- 
ly needed improvement will go by default. 

It is superfluous, at this late day, to detail the advantages that 
are sure to accrue with the widening of this street. One of the 
four great distributors and collectors of traffic for the city and the 
county, its restricted width has heretofore militated against that 
development to which its importance entitled it. 

From the heart of the city to Foundry street the ti.oroughfare 
is of ample width. Beyond that it is so narrow as to impede traffic 
increasingly with the growth of the territory contiguous. 

The plan now at stake will, if consummated, remove this con- 
dition and assure that Marietta street and its property-owners will 
enjoy the growth and prosperity that are logical outgrowths of its 
strategic location. 

We do not dwell on the other side of the picture, for we do not 
believe the public interest and the business acumen of the property 
owners of the street are going to fail them in this emergency.

Twenty years ago the Georgia legislature formally set apart 
and consecrated as Arbor Day the first Friday in each December, 
tollowing a splendid custom which had grown up and been re- 
ligiously observed ,in many states. 

In 1872, at the suggestion of Hon. J. Sterling Morton, the 
state of Nebraska offered a premium of $100 to the agricultural so- 
ciety which should set out the largest number of trees, and an- 
other prize to the person who should do so, with the result that 
1,000,000 trees were planted that year. 

The observance of Arbor Day should be encouraged in Geor- 
gia, and the tree planting, which is the soul of the celebration, 
made an annual custom.

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CURING, NOT PUNISHING, CRIME. 


An experiment that is likely to prove notable in the annals of 
penology is about to get under way at the federal prison, just 
outside of Atlanta, in the installation of the plan of paroling crim- 
inals under certain conditions. 

The local parole board consists 
dent of the boards of parole of the United States prisons; War- 
den Moyer and Dr. A. L. Fowler, prison surgeon. The board 
convened yesterday and will be in session for severaf days. 

The provisions of the law under which the board is to act 
are that all prisoners originally sentenced for more than one year 
and who have already served a third of their sentence, may apply 
for parole, contingent, of course, on a clean record to the date of 
filing of application. 

The board will not grant a parole until established work has 
been secured for the applicant, and the latter must report progress 
once a month to the regular prison authorities for the remainder 
of the term for which he was originally sentenced. 

More than 225 of the inmates of the local federal prison are 
entitled to apply for parole under the new law, and the board will 
lave its time fully occupied and its wisdom amply tested for the 
next several days. 

This innovation simply marks another step forward in the 
economic and humane treatment of criminals, as a substitute for 
the ancient brutality that sickened the spectator and failed of its

Walls of Leavenworth 
Prison Ten Convicts Will 
Walk, the Opportunity to 
Begin Life Anew Being Of- 
fered. 


Washington, November 25.—Ten men 
convicted of various crimes and sen- 
tenced to the United States peniten- 
tiary at Leavenworth, Kan., for terms 
ranging from one year to twenty-one 
years, have been released on parole. 

Those are the first releases to be 
made under the law passed at the last 
session of congress providing that a 
federal prisoner may be paroled with 
the approval of the attorney general, 
after having served one-third of his 
sentence.

REGRET OVER TRANSFER 
OF COL. L. M. TERRELL 


Tribute to Veteran Govern- 
ment Employee by One 
of His Friends. 


There was great surprise, as well 
as regret, evidenced in the govern- 
ment building Thanksgiving day, when 
it was learned that the venerable 
superintendent, Colonel L. M. Terrell, 
of the railway mail service, had been 
changed to another branch of the ser- 


vice. 

One who has been associated with 
Mr. Terrell for many years, in speak- 
ing of him yesterday, said: 

“Mr. Terrell is the veteran of all of 
the government officials and has seen 
administrations come and go and the 
heads of all of the different depart- 
ments have changed many times since 
he took charge of the railway mail 
service over thirty-five years ago. 

“When Mr. Terrell became superin- 
tendent the railroads throughout this 
territory were few and far between. 
He has seen the country grow and the 
railroads organized, built and blended 
into the great systems that now cover 
this territory: Florida had but two or 
three railroads, Birmingham was a 
village, Valdosta, Tifton and Cordele 
were sawmill towns. 

“Mr. Terrell is known in every news- 
paper, railroad and postoffice in this 
country. The news of his retirement 
will bring sorrow to many homes of 
postal clerks from North Caroliha to 
the Mississippi river, where he has 
for so long a time been the head to 
whom this vast army of public ser- 
vants has looked for direction and 
through Whom all promotions have 
come for so many years. 

“Mr. Terrell has been many years in 
the government service, but has re- 
mained actively in charge of supervis- 
ing the work, which has been carried 
on by his subordinates, who have been 
trained under his personal direction 
for the last twenty-five or thirty 
years. 

“The duties of Colonel Terrell have 
my the supervision of the work of 
postal clerks on the railroad trains, 
some 1,200 in humber (their pay rolls 
exceeding a million dollars annually). 

“Besides the supervision of the dis- 
tribution of mails by postal clerks, 
Colonel Terrell has had the supervi- 
sion of the railroad companies in their 
relations with the government in car- 
rying mails. 

“Under the law for compensation of 
railroads, Mr. Terrell has certified to 
the service performed, to the amount 
of mall carried by each line on which 
they have received their pay. 

“A person familiar with the condi- 
tions has estimated that the service 
under Mr. Terrell’'s supervision has ag- 
gregated $40,000,000.

UF RUAD INDICTED 


Grand Jury. Probes Car 
Repair Frauds. 


Frank B. Harriman and Three 
Others Named in Indictment. 
Huge Conspiracy to Defraud 
the Illinois Central Railroad 
Charged. 


Chicago, November 25—Frank B. 
Harriman, John M. Taylor and Cc. L. 
Ewing, former officers and employees of 
the Illinois Central railway, and Joseph 
E. Buker, were indicted today by the 
Cook county grand jury for conspiracy 
in connection with frauds, said to have 
been practiced against the railway. 

Two counts in the blanket indictment 
also charge operation of a confidence 
game. Each defendant's bond is fixed 
at $20,000. 

A total of $4,825,650, it is charged, 
was illegally taken from the Llinois 
Central by four men named in company 
with the Ostermann Manufacturing 
Company, the Blue Island Car and 
Equipment Company, the Memphs Car 
Company and the American Car and 
Equipment Company, which are also 
mentioned in the indictment. The loss 
by alleged fraudulent deals estimated 
by the present railroad officials was 
$1,500,000, but the whole amount of 
the transactions with the car repair 
companies since 1906, (when the alleged 
conspiracy is declared to have been 
conceived) is named in the indictment. 
Buker Prevented Checking of Accounts. 

Buker, who escaped prosecution when 
arrests first were made, was indicted 
on the testimony of Henry Ostermann, 
president of the Ostermann company, 
who testified that Buker was the go 
between, who carried the alleged illegal 
money gained by padding expense bills 
to the former railroad officials named 
in the indictment. 

Ostermann also testified that ihe 
four men indicted were stockholders 
or received a salary as dividend from 
his company.

HIS $3,000,000 FEE 


Attorney for Indians Denies the 


Statement of Represen- 
tative Carter. 


Washington, November 25.—Con- 
tracts by Richard C. Adams, an at- 
torney, to collect from the federal 
government $20,000,000 for Indians of 
the five’ civilized tribes, were ex- 
plained today by Adams to the house 
gpecial committee appointed to in- 
quire into contracts with the Indians. 
Adams is a Delaware Indian, residing 
here, and most of his contracts were 
with those peSple. Adams, to collect 
all his claim, would be entitled to 
a contingent fee ranging from 10 to 
35 per cent. He estimates that the 
average fee would be 16 or 17 per 
cent. This would amount to more 
than $3,000,000. 

In adition, Adam s toldthe commit-'! 
tee he had a contract to attend to 


- 


claims of Cherokees against the state 
of Texas, arising out of land alleged 
to have been taken from the Indians 
and involving probably $20,000,000. Of 
this he would get a contingent fee of 
35 per cent. 

Adams denied the statements that 
Representative Carter, of Oklahoma, 
had testified Adams had made at the 
dinner at the latter’s house last spring 
in regard o the attemp to get congress 
to approve the so-called “McMurray 
contracts” for the sale of Indian 
lands. Adams said he had, however, 
an interest in the contracts, having 
been employed by McMurray. He tes- 
tifled that Carter was “mistaken” 
about the conversation.

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An Atlanta audience was treated to 
a well-nigh flawless production at the 
Orpheum last night when Miss Ethel 
Barrymore, after a long absence, pre- 
sented here the society drama of Sir 
Arthur Pinero, “Mid-Channel.” 

It is a play that moves with the 
quiet power of the current above Niag- 
ara Falls, to a conclusion that is nat- 
ural, logical, inevitable. The final cur- 
rent goes down on an audience gasp- 
ing with horror at the dread summons 
that has come to one sinned against 
and sinning. 

Presented by a company of excep- 
tional ability, worked out with a fine 
appreciation of relative values, the 
product of a master craftsman in dra- 
matic construction, is given ita full 
meaning and true delicate shading, 
progressing to the logical end with the 
dread inexorableness of nature. 

The Ethel Barrymore of “Cousin 
Kate,” of “Captain Jenks,” and, last, of 
“Lady Frederick,” was a young woman 
of winning charm, of delightful man- 
nerisms, an altogether pleasing per- 
sonality, who upheld the traditions of 
a name that is linked with the best in 
dramatic history. 

In “Mid-Channel” an Atlanta audi- 
ence saw another Ethel Barrymore—a 
woman in the full maturity of her 
loveliness, and in the full perfection of 
her art. Hereafter she must be count- 
ed among the emotional actresses of 
power, who are capable of swaying an 
audience to tears. 

The story goes that somewhere be- 
tween Folkestone ang Boulogne there 
is a ridgj in mid-channel. Un ap- 
proaching the danger point the men 
passengers grow morose or ill-tem- 
pered, and the women get the fidgets. 
All breathe easier when it is past. 
Theodore Blundell and Zoe, his wife, 
have reached mid-channel. They get 
on each others’ nerves; quarrel repeat- 
edly, and after one stormy session he 
flies the house, leaving behind his 


latchkey. 
With one of her “tame pigeons” Zoe 


seeks solace on the continent: at 
Periguex, Pisa, Naples. The bereft 
husband solaces himself with a new 
flat and an empty-headed companion 
with the instincts of a vampire. Final- 
ly the disjoined marrieg couplhe_reach 
the stage of ennui, remorse, disgust. 

Then they fly back to the old nest, 
each hoping to erect again the eternal. 
ly lost structure of their old happt- 
ness. 

The woman forgives, but the man 
will not. And the woman it is that 
pays. In telling where their error lay 
-—the fatal agreement of early mar- 
ried life that there should be no brats 
in the house—Miss Barrymore reaches 
the climax of her artistic career. Pour- 
ing forth in a woman's sobs the vain 
longings and passionate regrets of an 
empty heart, the actress reveals a 
depth of feeling and power of expres- 
sion that few of her admirers imag- 
ined she could ever disclose. 

The signal out for special mention 
any actor in the fully-satisfying cast 
with which Miss Barrymore is sur- 
rounded appears to be almost a use- 
less task. 

As the husband, Charles Dalton 
gives force and dignity to a character 
that {s far from blameless. H. Reeves 
Smith’s reading of the part of the Hon. 
Peter Mattram, who is in the delicate 
and trying positioh of a mutual friend 
and go-between, is a splendid bit of 
character work; while Bugene O’Brien, 
as the fascinating, handsome, young 
lad, revealed exceptional histrionic 
ability. 

Miss Louise Drew, daughter of John 
Drew, who appears as Ethel Pierpoint,. 
labors under the disadvantages that 
go with the possession of a famous 
name. Maud Milton, as Mrs. Pierpont, 
was real, as was Helen Freeman, in the 
part of the vampire. Such a perfect 
servant as L. C. Howard is rarely seen 
outside of a metropolitan opera house, 
and his quiet work in the closing act 
is one of the delicious bits of the per- 
formance. Charles Wright and Edward 
Arnold were both acceptable. 

The costumes and jewels of Miss 
Barrymore defy the description of a 
mere man. The old rese gown and the 
ruby earrings of the first act are the 
prelude to the tragedy of the piece, as 
Surely as the quarrels of husband and 
wife. The pastel shade of green she 
affects in the second act, the gorgeous 
necklace and pendants of pearis and 
emeralds are as baffling as the vague 
insinuations of the cu prits; while the 
black net over white which might be- 
token a widowhood, give the tone of 
the final tragedy as clearly as would 
the deep minor chords of the Marche 
Funebre. 

If there was any fault with the per- 
formance Friday night, it lay with the 
audience. One box Party received a 
direct reproof from Miss Barrymore, 
and the house generally was not as 
quiet as it might have been. Both the 
Principals were visibly suffering from 
colds.

TOWARD 16 CENTS 


May Option SeJlsat 15.35 
First Time This Season. 
MarketClosedSteady. 


New York, November 25.—New high 
records were made in the cotton mar- 
ket today with May cotton selling at 
16.25 for the first time this season, or 
27 points above the closing figures of 
Wednesday, on continued covering and 
bull support inspired by reports of a 
mone active trade demand and expec- 
tations of a bullish government report 
early next month. The close was 
steady at a net advance of 19@28 
points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 6@15 points, in response io 
higher Liverpool cables and bullish 
private crop estimates. Realizing was 
heavy around 15.25 for May, and prices 
eased off 4 or 5 points from the best 
during the middle of the day, Dut as 
selling for long account became less 
active the market firmed up again on 
eontinued support from newly-con- 
verted bulls and further covering ot 
shorts. During the afternoon prices 
showed a net advance of from 24 to 
27 points on the active months, and 
the close was only a little off from the 
top. 

According to private 
average of the estimates of members 
of the Liverpool cotton exchange is 
11,938,000 bales, and individual author 
ities in this country issued estimates 
ranging from 11,100,000 up to 11,800.- 
000 bales. Estimates have now been 
published by six cotton exchanges, in- 
cluding Liverpool, ranging from 11,790.,- 
000 up to 12,119,000 bales and averag- 
ing 11,906,000 bales, which would sug- 
gest that the bulk of the trade is 
looking for a government estimate on 
December 9th of about 11,600,000 bales, 
exclusive of linters. The census fig- 
Ures on supply and distribution at- 
tracted comparatively litthe attention, 
owing to the general disposition to 
preparing for the forthcoming officiai 
estimate of the crop, but the figures 
indicating that consumption among 
domestic mills for the first two montNns 
of the season had been at the rate of 
4,500,000 bales per year in spite of 
eurtailment, and that on November lt 
the domestic mills held less than two 
months’ supply, probably helped the 
market late in the day in connection 
with the large spinners’ takings for 
the week and the large business re- 
ports in some of the southern spot 
markets.

OPERATIONS IN STOCKS 
WERE VERY LANGUID 


Many Brokers Did id Not Attend. 
ce Movement Merest 
Drift. 


——— 


New York, November 25.-——-The neg- 
lect of the stock market left it nearly 
idle today. and the price movement 
was the merest drift. There was prac- 
tically no outside participation in the 
dealings, and the floor traders oper- 
ated in a languid way with small 
hope of producing any effects thai 
would yiel4 a profit. The remnant of 
the week, after yesterday’s holiday, 
gave such smail promise of profitable 
activity that many brokers did not 
take the trouble to attend at all. 

While the holiday period was caliea 
responsible for the neglect in part, it 
is recognized that deeper-lying causes 
also are at work. Apprehension is 
growing that the period of trade re- 
vival must be set forward to some 
time next year. The distinct easing in 
the money market fails to bring im- 
proved investment demand for bonds, 
and the railroads are forced to restrict 
themselves to only the most necessary 
borrowing. 

Announcement was made today of 
the sale of the $7,500,000 remainder of 
4%, per cent equipment trust notes of 
the New York Central lines, which 
were authorized to the amount of $3U,- 
000,000, the public service commissioa 
attaching the condition that they must 
not be sold for less than 97 per cent. 
The sale of these notes was incidental 
evidently to the increase in orders for 
equipment announced earlier in the 
week by the New York Ocentral. 

Until the relaxation in the money 
market offers more convincing evi- 
dence of stimulating investment, the 
advantage to stock speculation will re- 
main doubtful. 

The continued abstention of the rall- 
roads from placing orders for material 
freely detracts from the effect of the 
professions of confidence that freight 
rate advances are practically assured. 
Incidents in connection with the rate 
hearings, in fact, serve to keep th 
subject open to continual uncertainty. 
The serving of subpoenas by the inter- 
state commerce commission on officials 
of the Railway Business Association 
to explain statements that failure to 
allow the freight advances asked for 
by the railroads would drive the mem- 
bers of the association out of business 
was regarded dubiously as possible in- 
dication either of friendly or unfriend- 
ly intent toward the contention at 
issue. 

The week’s currency movement has 
been in favor of the New York banks, 
both from the interior and On suD- 
treasury operations, and a gain of 
nearly $5,000,000 in cash, allowing for 
a $500,000 shipment of gold to Canada, 
is promised by the preliminary esti- 
mates. The great foreign state banks 
of England, France and Germany 4ll 
made strong weekly returns, and the 
tendency of discount rates was down- 
wards in foreign markets. 

The foreign exchange market moved 
higher in the morning, indicating 4 
more rapid fall in interest rates here 
than abroad. 

The action of the stock exchange 
authorities in admitting Lehigh Val- 
ley to the list gave some slight im- 
petus to the speculation in Reading. 
There were rumors also that a decis- 
ion is imminent in the anthracite trust 
cases in the United States circuit 
court at Philadelphia. A less serious 
view was taken of the main situation 
than in the earlier stages in the news 
from there. 

Union Pacific ended % higher than 
on Wednesday,:-Reading ‘unchanged and 
Unitea States Steel % lower.

Taking of American Cotton by 


Spinners. 

New Orleans, November 25.—Secretary 
Hester gives the taking of American cotton 
by spinners throughout the world as follows, 
in round numbers: 

This week 409,000 this year, against 289,000 
last year and 386,000 year before last. 

Total since September 1, this year, 3,116,- 
000, against 3,212,000 last year and 3,210,000 
the year before. 

Of this, northern spinners and Canada took 
813.000 bales this year, against 763.000 iast 
year and 939,000 the year before; southern 
spinners 620,000, against 653.000 last year and 
641,000 the year before, and foreign spinners 
1,683,000, against 1,796,000 last year and 
1,630,000 the year before.

DEMAND PROTECTION 


FOR UNION LABOR 


Federation Protests at the 
Treatment Accorded a 
Leader in Tampa. 


St. Louis, November 25.—The Amer- 
ican Federdtion of Labor tonight 
unanimously adopted resolutions pro- 
testing to Governor Gilchrist, of Flor- 
ida, against the so-called mistreatment 
of union men in the Tampa cigar- 
makers’ strike troubles, and demanded 
that the governor accord adequate 
protection to the striking men. 

The protest followed thé receipt of 
a telegram by President Gompers an- 
nouncing that a man named Johnson 
—an organizer for the union sta- 
tioned at Tampa—had been ordered 
out of town by the citizens today. 

The Florida governor and the Tam- 
Pa mayor and sheriff were subjects 
of condemnation earlier in the day, 
when President Gompers and other 
delegates deciared that union men 
were not receiving the protection of 
the authorities. The president, in a 
speech, declared that with three men 
in jail, and one dead as the result 
of lynching, it was time for some- 
thing to be done. 

Tampa Report to Gompers Colored. 

Tampa, Fla. November 25.—J. LC. 
Johnson, of Chicago, organizer tor 
the International Cigarmakers’ Union, 
‘accepted the advice of the Citizens’ 
Protective Committee this morning and 
left the city. He bought a ticket to 
Jacksonville. No threats were made 
against the organizer. It was feared 
he would be harshly dealt with. 

Following the departure of Johnson 
untruthful statements were wired to 
President Gompers, at St. Louis, in 
which it was stated that Johnson had 
been ordered to leave the city. Presi- 
dent Gompers made a protest to Gov- 
ernor Gilchrist, who referred the mat- 
ter to Mayor McKay. 

Johnson had been in Tampa about 3 
months, and the present strike, involv- 
ing ten thousand workmen, is atttrib- 
uted indirectly to him. With the in- 
creased strained conditions existing as 
a result of critical business conditions, 
feeling against him hag been growing 
intense. 

Johnson Advised to Quit Tampa. 

This morning six members of the 
citizens’ committee called on Johnson 
and informed him of the bitter feeling 
against him. It was suggested that 
threats had come to the ears of the 
committee, and that the committee 
could no longer be responsible for his 
safety. He was advised to leave the 
city. 

The purpose of the organization of 
this committee was to prevent a repe- 
tition of any of the disorderly or riot- 
Ous scenes Which attended the strike 
in its early stages. Since its organiza- 
tion strikers and strike-breakers have 
been protected alike, ang not one case 
of assault has occurred. 

Johnson bought a ticket from Tampa 
to Jacksonville, and it is presumed 
that he went that far. 

A statement was made by a member 
of the citizens’ committee tonight de- 
nying that Johnson had been threatened 
or that there was even a suggestion 
that was the object of the enmity of 
the committee. 

“We desired to prevent a recurrence 
of violent scenes such as those of sev- 
eral weeks ago, when two men were 
hanged,” he said. “We did not want 
the report to go out to the world that 
& representative of the labor unions 
had been harshly dealt with here. We 
were in full possession of evidences of 
the fesaling against Johnson, which led 
us to feel certain that we could 70 
longer guarantee him protection, as 
we could not control some of the hot- 
heads.”

The aged 
woman almost shireked at Bolin as 
he sat in the witness chair. “You are 
called the illustrious crack-a-jack,” 
she said. “Why didn’t you tell the 
truth? Little you know of an Ameri- 
can woman. “You're a foreigner. 

“This is a great outrage on the tax- 
payers, this great expense, to convict 
a woman who never did any wrong.” 

The hearing was not concluded.

and nine negroes, were entombed in 
mine No. 3 of the Providence Mining 
Company this afternoon, following a 
gas explosion, and it is believed that 
all are dead. The mine is a new one, 
the shaft being but 100 feet in depth, 
with only a few entries. The explosion 
was so violent that little hope is en- 
tertained of the miners having escaped 
death. A rescue train from the mine 
rescue station at Linton, Ind., is on the 
way to the scene tonight and comrades 
of the men entombed are digging 
frantically to reach them. The ex- 
plosion blew great masses of slate and 
stone far from the shaft. A mule 
blown out of the shaft, alighted 150 
feet away, still alive. The men in the 
mine are:

Apple Tree a Nature Puzzle. 
(From The Los Angeles Express.) 

For the second time this year an ap- 
‘ple tree belonging to 8S. W. Alexander 
t bearing a crop of fruit. This is note- 
worthy in itself, as no like case is 
known, but still more remarkable is 
the fact that the second crop appears 
to be of a different variety than the 
first. 

Just what variety the first yield was 
has not beén determined. The apple 

todu:ed was light in color and of ne- 

ium size. It closely ~esembled ihe 
Maidenblush in outward appearance, but 
was hard and juicy, while the Maiden- 
blush is soft and mealy. 

The apples now on the tree are quite 
different in appearancé, being of .durk 
reddish color and in no way resembling 
the earlier crop grown in July, August 
and September. 

Another peculiarity of the second 
crop is that nearly all the fruit hangs 
‘on the the tree in clusters of three and 
four. The apples which are only about 
4&4 month old and are of about the same 
‘dimensions as smal] English walnuts, 
because of the cluster effect, remind 
One of grapes.

Constantinople, December 26.—‘“Ar- 

arat! And did you see the ark?’ 

Yes; and here is a photograph of it; 
obtained at bitter cost. 

Ararat is not a mountain that is 
climbed every day, or every year. 
Seventeen ascents have been recorded 
and there is no reason to suppose that 
any have escaped notice. After the 
Hon. James Bryce, unaccompanied, 
made his remarkable ascent in 1876, 
of which he has written in a most en- 
tertaining book, he was told by ev- 
eryone who he met in the vicinity of 
the mountain that the top had never 
been reached, and what was more, 
that it never could be. Jinns and 
fiends and giants had prevented the 
rascally Koords from even attempt- 
ing to scale the terrible mountain, 
and, according to the idigenous Ar- 
menians, a jealous God had not, since 
the famous ‘dump,’ allowed mortal 
man to trespass on the sacred 
heights. Had not St. Hagop tried 
again and again to reach the summit 
in order to silence the skeptics about 
the ark? But he found himself each 
morning, on waking, quietly depos- 
ited at the base whence he started. 
Finally, an angel presented him with 
a piece of the Ark for his pains, but 
told him to cease his attempts to reach 
the forbidden ground. That was in 
the fourth century of our era, but the 
Piece of the Ark is still to be seen at 
the monastery of Etchmiadzin, where 
dwells the catholicos of the Arme- 
nian church. 

That Russians, or a stray, lone 
Englishman had really reached the 
top of Ararat was not to be thought 
of. 

Times have changed in the last 
thirty years, oven at the base of 
Atarat: the railroad now goes skim- 
ming along the great waste of the 
Garden of Eden; the catholicos or 
head of the Armenian church, who 
dwells in glorious sight of the snow- 
domed mountain, is an enlightened 
man (who presses electric buttons, 
terns ewitches, and gives audience 
near a table covered with tanglefoot 
fly-paper from a certain Michigan 
town); and the Koords, though they 
will not venture their worthless hides 
more than two miles high, are wi'll- 
ing to admit that other people have 
braved the jinns for the third mile 
and the still more difficult surplus. 

17,000 Feet High. 

Mt. Ararat is 17,000 feet high. Un- 
like its lower relative, Mt. Blane, it 
rises out of a plain, the ex-Garden 
of Eden of course, 2,700 feet above 
sea-level. A dry enough statement, 
but what a picture it could tell if 
only thoughts of heights could give 
Take the mountain at 
twilight time, ali purple except for 
the. cold white of the snow dome, 
with a crescent moon in the yet blue 
sky. Then, do not think of crags 
and points and rough masses heaped 
up: that is not Ararat. But think of 
leng flowing lines that lift them- 
selves along the sky from north and 
south to form two peaks, LAttle Ara- 
rat and Big Ararat, 

The peaks are seven miles apart, the 
lesser rising but to 13,000 feet, a pyra- 
mid of volcanic material that seems a 
mole hill in comparison to the vast 
bulk. of the«greater structure. The 
top of Little Ararat just escapes be- 
ing covered perpetually with snow, 
for in the dry atmosphere of Armenia 
snow remains the year round, only on 
the last three or four thousand feet of 
Big Ararat. 

We were a party of five that left 
Constantinople, camping on the deck 
of an Austrian Lloyd steamer for Ba- 
toum. It was a voyage of five days, 
because of the stops at various Black 
Sea ports, as Kerrassund, whence Lu- 
cullus first brought cherries and hence 
the name for them Samsoun, which 
sends several million pounds of to- 
bacco-leaf to America yearly; Trebi- 
zond, where Xenophon encamped after 
seeing “The Sea! The Sea!” and where 
in the middle ages flourished a rich 
Byzantine court. 

From Batoum, Mount Ararat is thir- 
ty hours distant by the comfortable, 
cinderless and, except for a strong 
whiff of kerosene now and then, 
smokeless Russian trains. At Tiflis, 
where the cholera was giving the out- 
side world some anxiety, though the 
city seemed unconcerned enough, we 
added three more to our party; a Rus- 
sian, a Gérman and an Englishman. 
We already represented Scotland, 
Switzerland and America. The Swiss 
was an Alpinist of repute, who had 
climbed most of the difficult peaks of 
his fatherland. 

Only One Train a Day. 

. There is only one train a day from 
Tiflic to the Persian border, and that 
drops you before the journey’s end at 
the .nearest point for Ararat about 
nightfall. The mountain is still 18 
mites across the plain, and it is neces- 
sary to sleep in the fever-ridden Tar- 
tar village of Kamarloo. The gener- 
ous hospitality of the Russian official 
of the place made this as slight an in- 
convenience as possible; indeed, one 
of the pleasant associations of the trip 
is the new idea received of the cour- 
tesy and good entertainment of the 
Russians. 

From Kamarloo the party set out 
early in the morning, fording the an- 
cient Araxes river and driving a few 
miles to the village of Aralykh. Here 
two hours were consumed [In making 
up the cavalcade for traversing the 
blazing plain. Cossack horsemen 
formed the advance and rear, and 
there were six pack horses. The plain 
is a desert of sand and ashes—prehis- 
torically Mount Ararat was a volcano. 
Camelthorn and a few other desert 
shrubs dot the wasie. The heat is suf- 
focating: the sand, the stones, the air, 
everything is scorching: and so wags 
everybody on arriving at Takeltoo, a 
military post at the base of the moun- 
tan. From there the path rises some- 
what abruptly to Sardar Bulakh, or 
the Sirdar’s Well, at an elevation of 
8,000 feet. The order was given to 
proceed in close file and not to stray 
for the region is not safe. Toward 
dusk the cavalcade entered the fort 
of Sardar Bulakh where there is a 
strong Russian garrison. It is in the 
saddie which separates Little Ararat 
from Big Ararat. Only six miles away 
is the meeting point of Russia Tur- 
key and Persia! The spot is marked 
by a simple square pillar of masonry. 


Preparing te Ascend. 

The following day was consumed in 
making preparations for the ascent 
and in visiting the Koordish encamp- 
ments in the vicinity. These Koords 
have ted a nemadic existence for cen- 
turies, planting their tents on the 


mountains in the summer, descending | 


Into the plaih for the winter. They 
are half-savages, their religion is a 
poor kind of Mohammedanism. their 
language a kind .of Turkish. They 
are a dirty, pitiless, fierte and at the 
same time cowardly lot. Since such 
people had to be the “guards” of the 
party and the porters of supplies io 


jthe night encampment higher up the 


mountain, their. chief, Mehmed Beg, 
was invited to dinner. He was an 
exception to his fellows, a man of su- 
perb build, dressed in the iong Geor- 
gian coat with tubes for cartridges at | 
the breast, and a tall fur bonnet. For | 
generations his family had ruled over | 
the wandering tribes of Ararat. Then 
came the Russians, who left the chief- 
tainship in the same family, but ex- 
acted a strict loyalty. 

The departure for the morrow, Auw- 
gust 11, was set at 6 o’clock. The 
Koords arrived duly, but immediately | 
began disputing about the weight of} 
the packages and refused to carry! 
anything over 12 or 13 pounds. It was, 
necessary to repack several of -the: 
bandies. This arranged, the beggars 
squabbled to see who should get the; 
lightest packages. Finally, toward 8! 
o'clock, the march began. But at the | 
end of ten minutes the Koords drop-, 
ped their burdens, threw off their | 
blankets and lay down for a chatter’! 
and smoke. A quarter of an hour fur- | 
ther on there was a brook. Bang! | 
Down went the bundles, off came the! 
blankets and then the noise and ciga- | 
rettes again. Never can you héar in! 
civilized lands such a provoking sound | 
as that of these chattering Koords. | 
This monotonous business went on | 
throughout the day, or rather until the’ 
middle of the afternoon, when, at a 
height of 11,500 feet, the Koords threw 
themselves down on a grassy spot and 
refused to go farther until the morn- 
ing. There was nothing to do but ac- 
cept the decision of these amiable 
friends. Marching orders were given 
for sunrise. 

At 3 o’clock on the morning of Fri- 
day, August 12, Venus came out of the 
eastern horizon like a sun. It was 
time for the camp to be stirring. As 
4:30 the Swiss was waiting, his pack 
on his shoulders, alpenstock in hand; 
at 6 o’clo¢ck he was still waiting. Then 
he started off with the Scotchman and 
an American. At 9:30 they had reach .4 
a height of 13,000 feet. The weather 
was superb.

it was the summit! A few seconds 
flat on the back and fatigue vanished. 
Remarkable good fortune gave a cloud- 
less an mistless atmosphere on the 
mountain, but the plain nearly 3 miles 
below, was dimmed by a surface haze. 
Far, too, far off and too insignificant, 
were the other mountains of Armenia. 
The wind blew in terrible squalls; it 
was necessary to shout at the top of 
one’s voice to make a word heard.

Half an hour of this was 
enough, and there was 6till the descent 
to reckon with. 

But once below the glare ice, what 
a descent was that!—a glissade of 
4,000 feet in height, which eccom- 
plished in a few minutes what in as- 
cent had taken five painful hours. The 
cautious Scot had not made provision 
for this kind of wear and tear, and 
at the end of the slide he found the 
legs of hig trousers full of snow. On 
examining more in detail he discovered 
that nothing remained of the seat of 
his breeches.

“No, I am not going to New York 
to live; they all have something the 
matter with them up there; I do not 
know whatit is, but I am afraid 
I might catch it,” said Mrs. Lundy 
Harris, the well-known southern 
writer and author, when asked py 
Editor Clark Howell during a recent 
visit here, if she intended now to lo- 
cate in New York. 

“I came just to see you, Mr. Howell, 
for whatever my achievement as a 
writer may be, I owe my first encour- 
agement to you. 

“I remember so well when I came to 
you and told you I had a desire to 
write—that I had _ already written 
something, and you told me to bring it 
for you to see. 

“Encouraged by that I went home 
and wrote an entirely mew story, 
‘Darwinkle’s Dream.’ Do you remem- 
ber?’’ 

Mr. Howell remembered, and he and 
Mrs. Harris laughed, and then they 
both shuddered when they  recalied 
What a terrorizing story it was! 

“I can look back now and realize 
what a gruesome, hopeless time Dar- 
winkle had, and how you remon- 
Strated with me and said: ‘Mrs. Harris, 
people like to read cheerful things; 
Suppose you take ‘Darwinkle’ home 
and give him a c..ance, and I did and 
buried him; he was never published.

Charlie Pendleton is a native of At- 
lanta, and for many years his. parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. William M. Pendleton, 
lived here. They are now in New York 
city, but he has here many relatives 
and friends Who are much interested 
in his case, and several of them have 
done some hard work in his behalf 
in connection with these petitions.

Providence, Ky., November 26.—All 
hope of rescuing alive any of the 
eleven miners entombed in mine No. 3 
of the Providence Mining Company, 
here, late yesterday was dissipated to- 
day when the rescuing party reached 
that portion of the mine where the 
explosion occurred. “4 

Under a mass of debris, and in a 
gas-filled chamber which the govern- 
ment experts could not enter with 
their oxygen helmets, three bodies 
were found shortly before 9 o'clock 
this morning. They were so badly mu- 
tilated that identification was im- 
possible. 

A revised list of the dead made up 
today includes Wesley Fugate and Ed- 
ward Vaughan, white miners, and nine 
negroes. 

The mine at which the explosion 
occurred is one of the smaller shafts 
in the district and employs only 
twenty-five men when working a full 
force. Work at practically every mine 
in the neighborhood was suspended to- 
day and the miners gathered around 
the mouth of the wrecked mine with 
the hope of being able to assist the 
rescue crews. Government experts 
who arrived on a special train from 
Linton, Ind., today took charge of the 
rescue work. 

An investigation is being made with 
the view of determining the cause of 
the catastrophe. The mine is a com- 
paratively new one, and it is not be- 
lieved there was much gas in it be- 
fore the explosion.

ROME TO BE CONNECTED 
WITH SEABOARD AIR LINE 


Line From Rome to Rockmart 
Will Be Surveyed Im- 
mediately. »% 


Rome, Ga., November 26.—(Special.) 
That Rome is to have direct communi- 
eation with the Seaboard Air Line 
railroad is now assured. General 
Manager Shackleton, of the Rome and 
Northern railroad, has returned from 
New York, where he executed the 
final papers with Newman Erb, owner 
of the Chattanooga Southern, whereby 
the link between the tw'o lines is to 
be built immediately. Surveyors will 
go into the field at once, locating a 
line from Rome to Rockmart to con- 
nect with the Seaboard. 

The Chattanooga Southern runs 90 
miles from Chattanooga to Gadsden, 
passing 8 miles west of Trion. Gore, 
the present terminus of the Rome and 
Northern, is less than 9 miles east of 
Trion. The contract calls for each 
road to extend its rails to Trion and 
effect a union at that point. Work 
will begin inside of two weeks, but 
will require some months for comple- 
tion, as the Rome and Northern must 
dig a long tunnel] through Taylor's 
ridge.

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RICHARD T, WILSON 
CLAIMED BY DEATH 


Born 


in Georgia, He 


Achieved Success in 
New York.

New York, November 26.—Richard T. 
Wilson, a wealthy New York banker 
and one-time business associate of 
Russell Sage, died in his home on 
Fifth avenue early today of heart dis- 
ease. He was 82 years of age, and 
had been ill for some time. His daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt and 
Mrs. Ogden Goelet, were by the bed- 
Bide when the end came. Mr, Wilson 
has been a sufferer from heart disease 
for more than four years. It was six 
years ago that he was compelled to 
retire from active participation § in 
business affairs. 

Born in Hall county, Georgia, Mr. 
Wilson spent his younger days in Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky. He joined the 
Confederate army at the outbreak of 
the civil war and 
commissary general. As the fiscal 
agent of the Confederate government, 
he went to Europe, and was active 
there until the end of the war. In the 
late sixties he came to New York and 
established a cotton and banking firm. 
He became associated in large financial 
enterprises with Morris K. Jessup and 
other prominent financiers, and in con- 
junction with them reorganized -the 
Southern railway. 

His wife, who was Miss Johnston, 
of Georgia, died about two years ago. 
Mr. Wilson was among the first to 
recognize the advantages of Newport, 
and always spent his summers there. 


Richard T. Wilson was well known 
in Georgia, particularly in the north- 
ern portion of the state, where he 
lived for almost thirty years. He was 
also well Known in Atlanta, having 
been stationed here during the civil 
war, having been a major in the com- 
missary department of the confeder- 
ate army. 

On beginning life for himself, Mr. 
Wilson left his native home in Hall 
county and went to Dalton, a short 
distance away, and entered the gen- 
eral merchandise business 
R. High as a partner. He lived in 
Dalton for several years, and 
went to Louden, Tenn., where he again 
entered the general merchandise busi- 
ness, this time with James Chambers 
Orme, an uncle of Joseph T. Orme, of 
this city.

The article is a direct statement of the case, and an unanswer- 
able plea for the rights of the people. 

Our correspondent takes up the contention that to call a primarv 
to fill the unexpired term will be to “play into the hands of repu- 


diated politicians,’ and he asks— 

“Which course most plays into the hands of politicians, ‘re- 
pudiated’ now or yet to be: 

“I, Allowing every candidate for the unexnired term, all being 
on an even footing, an equal chance before the people in an open 
primary? Or— 

“2. Throwing the election into the legislature, there to be jug- 
gled with, fought for, gambled for, traded on, lied for, promised 
for, with the people, to whom the office belongs, standing prac- 
tically helpless to say whom they want to serve them?” 

The Constitution sees no answer to these deadly parallels, save 
in evasion or sophistry. 

There is little opportunity for the sort of maneuvering and trading 
that have made legislative senatorial elections a national stench 
when the contest is in the full light of day before the people. 

There is every chance for defeat of.the popular will, for political 
poker playing of the most flagrant description, with the contest con- 
fined to the committee rooms of a state legislature. 

This is said without prejudice to the integrity of the forthcoming 
general assembly. It is composed, largely, of a fine and upright body 
of Georgians. But they are all “politicians,” and they are all— 
human! 

A senator elected by them may or may not be 
resenting the will of the people, and it is not to be 
the people of Georgia led off in asserting their right to name their 
own senators. 

Mr. Jenkinson scores a noticeable point, when he shows that the 
unexpired term to be voted for is almost equivalent to a full short 


a senator rep- 
forgotten that 


senatorial term. 

The almost obsolete legislative method of electing a successor for 
the unexpired term would deprive the people of a voice in the per- 
sonnel of their United States senator for what is, from the practical 


standpoint, a full short term. , 

Mr. Jenkinson disposes of the “precedent” plea with finality. 

He shows a recent and an almost perfect parallel between 
senatorial succession situations in Georgia and Florida. Upon 
the death of Napoleon B. Broward, the Florida democratic state 
executive committee, mindful of the discredited nature of the leg- 
islative method of electing United States senators, promptly called 


another state primary, at which the people will exercise their right 
of expressing a choice for senator in advance of the meeting of the 


legislature. When that body meets it will merely validate the 


popular will, without being called upon to neglect the public busi- 


| 


political machine tyranny in Tennessee.

principles, but because the democratic state committee refused to 
let the people, by direct vote, name the gubernatorial nominee and

How does anybody know whom Georgians want to represent 
them for nearly four years in the United States senate, in a critical 
period of national and democratic history? | 


Certainly we shall not be expected to take newspaper opinions ; ¥!t®, fought for, gambled for, traded, 


or straw ballots on so momentous an issue. 

The committee is in full possession of the light. It cannot shrink 
from its duty with the plea of forestalling a “slut of elections.” 

For it is not often that nearly a four-year senatorial term re- 
mains to be filled in a democratic year with a democratic principle 
at stake. | 

These are the facts, gentlemen of the committee. 

Deal with them frankly or dodge them as you may, the re- 
sponsibility of depriving the electorate of the right to a voice in 
the naming of a nearly four-year senator will be upon YOUR 
shoulders. 

It is a bad year for a democratic state to array itself against 
the entire nation with reactionary policy, with its sole defense—a 
quibble! , 

To the north, 1s the warning of Tennessee! 

To the south, is the lesson of Florida! 

From the whole county, comes the clear voice of national sen- 
timent crystallized in its demand for a recognized popular right. 

The Tennessee committee did not dream it was inviting revo- 
lution when it closed its eyes to the national trend, and foisted a 
machine-made candidate on the people. 

But Georgia’s committee is now served in ample season with 
the full warning of experience. 

There is no turning from the lesson save by—technicalities! 

And if, in this era of acute public knowledge of public rights,

Unless you are personally immune to tuberculosis—and that is 
a scientific impossibility—you have a personal,stake in a wide sale 
of the little red cross seals, on sale now and throughout the Christ- 
mas season, in Atlanta. For the proceeds.of the sale of the seals go 
into the money chest with which war is being waged against this 
most prevalent of diseases. ; 

This year it is the “seal,” and not the “stamp,” and a regulation 
of the postoffice department requires that it be affixed to the back 
instead of the front of the envelope, to avoid confusion with regular 
postage. 

That is the only difference between this year and last. The price 
remains the same—one cent—and the mission is of an equal benefi- 
cence. 

Individually, these seals are small. The expense to the man, 
woman and ¢hild of average means is negligible. 

But last year the aggregate of $1,500 was raised from their 
sale, and it was all applied to the task of ameliorating and prevent- 
ing tuberculosis in Atlanta. 

The movement is sponsored by the Atlanta Anti-Tuberculosis 
Association, whose efforts at cutting down the ravages of the Great 
White Plague are meeting with signal success in this city. 

Two free clinics are maintained—one for each race—and the 
campaign is being rapidly systematized. Proceeds from the sale of 
the red cross seals is one of the largest sources of revenue for the 
association. 

The man or woman who spends a penny or a dollar for seals to 
place on Christmas packages with the idea they are furthering sim- 
ply a philanthropic project, mean well, but are just half-informed. 

What they are really doing is to further a great, community- 
wide economic project aimed at reducing the death rate. 

Tuberculosis is a disease that knows no social distinctions, and 
that observes no ceremonial of approach. Ifyou spend an extra five 
or ten-cent piece this year for red cross seals, there is the possibility 
you are protecting yourself, your family, your friends, from a per- 
sonal invasion of the disease. 

For, in the essential analysis, the equation is a personal one, as 
with all germ diseases. 

When you consider that your odd pennies are being invested to 
protect yourself and your loved ones from danger of death on trol- 
leys, on the streets and all public places—danger no less deadly for 
its invisibility—you begin to get an accurate conception of the selfish 
and economic, as well as the humanitarian, phases of the little red 
seal and its mission.

It is these Mohammendan guides that 
enable us to visit the Mosque of Omar, 
which was supposed by the Crusaders 
to be Solomon's Temp. It wag actua:- 
ly built as a cathedral by the Chris- 
tian’°emperors who reigned at Constan- 
tinople, and is-one of the finest speci- 
mens of Byzantine architecture. When 
it was constructed it was dedicated tv 
the Virgin Mary, but about thirteen 
hundred years ago, when Omar cap- 
tured Jerusalem, he turned it into @ 
Mohammendan mosque, and so it is to 
this day. 

Imagine a mighty dome of greenish 
copper, on the top of which is a golden 
crescent. Let this be as large, or 
larger than that ofthe capitol at Wash- 
ington, and let it rest upon a vast 
octagona] temple walled with tiles so 
fine that anyone of them would be 
prized as plece of rare china. Let 
there be dado of marble below the tiles 
and a wide frieze above them, inlaid 
with Arabic characters containing texts 
from the Koran. and let the whole be 
entered by mighty doors, over which 
are arches of carvings, and you have 
a faint idea of the Dome of the Rock, 
the name by which this mosque is 
known. 

The Mohammedans Believe in Christ. 

Here may be seen striking evidences 
of the belief that the Mohammedans 
hold as to Christ and the prophets. 
They believe in Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob, and class Jesus as one of the 
prophets, although not so high, per- 
as Mohammed. In the verses

Jesus, is thea only son of Mary, the 
God, and His word 
Believe,

three.”” Another reads: “Blessings be 
on me in the day of my birth and my 
death.

in doubt.” There are other 
Korean which give

cob, and the Mohammedans reverence 
in connetion with them.

But let us take off our shoes agi 
zo in. The floor of the mosque is 
holy ground, and none is permitted to 
enter except in. his stocking-bare feet. 
The inside is even more beautiful than 
that without. The walls and roofs are 
a mass of carvings and mosaics. The 
mosiac is made up of bits of gold and 
glass, the latter of many colors, all so 
delicately put together that they form 
beautiful paintings. Each bit is as big 
as the head ‘of a nail, or smaller, and 
thousands of them are required to 
make each of the pictures. The col- 
umns which uphold the roof are of 
marble, and the floor is of marble, 
carpeted with old rugs feom Turkey 
and Persia. 

Right in the center of the mosque 
is the huge rock upon which Abraham 
built his altar for Isaac, and upon it, 


some are 


us to think the temple must have been 
very much larger. The tabernacle was 
a movable building. It was about 50 
feet long and 16 or 17 feet wide. The 
roof and walls were formed of curtains 
made of linen or wood beautifully 
sewed and fastened in places with gold 
buckles. There were also curtains of 
goat's hair amd of ram's wool dyed red. 
Some suppose the roof the the taber- 
nacie to have been flat, and others 
that it was ridged like a tent, with a 
cube inside about 16 feet square, which 
was the holy of holies. In the latter 
was the ark of the covenant and the 
table of the law.

Solomon's Temple was planned by 
David, and it is said that he collected 
much of the materials. As to Solomon 
himself, he made a bargain with Hiram 
King of Tyre to ald him in supplying 
the timoer and certain classes of the 
mechanics. Hiram was a Phoenician 
king, who lived up the coast and who 
controlled the forests of Lebanon. He 
gave Solomon a concession of certain 
tracts of cedar and fir, and Solomon 
sent men in parties of 10,000 each to 
the mountains to cut down the trees. 
The servants of Hiram aided them, 
and it is said that they carried the 
lumber to the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean, and floated it down to Jaffa, 
whence it was carried up to Jerusa- 
lem, a.out 40 miles inland. It is 
stated that Solomon annually gave 
King Hiram 20,000 measures of wheat 
and twenty measures of oil as his part 
of the contract, and that tne two 
kings were associated together. 

The first temple was begun by Solo- 
mon just 2,915 years ago, and it took 
seven years to build it. I have trans- 
lated some of its dimensions into feet, 
taking the cubit, which was then the 
unit of measurement, as twenty inches 
The cubit was a measure as long as the 
distance from a man’s elbow to the tip 
of his middle finger, and it varies from 
18 to 21 inches. At 20 inches the ground 
plan of the temple was 66 feet wide and 
133 feet long, and according to some 
Statements its height was 50 feet, al- 
though one of the roofs rose 8 feet and 
the other 16 above the inside walls. 
There is another place in the Bible In 
which it is stated that the height of 
the porck was 120 cubits, which would 
make it 200 feet high. 

the Temple of Herod, 

This Temple of Solomon had long 
disappeared before Christ was born. 
It was destroyed by Nebuchadnezzar, 
596 B. C., and a new building was not 
erected until the Jews came back from 
their captivity at Babylon. This was 
also deslroyed many years later and a 
third and last temple was erected by 
Herod the Great eighteen years before 
Christ was bern. It was in that temple 
that occurred the scenes of. Christ’s 
ministry. It was there that He talked 
with the priests as a boy of 12, and 
from there He drove out the money 
changers. 

The Temple of Herod is said to have 
been much finer than Solomon’s. It has 
geen deseribed by Josephus, who prob- 
ably had a ground plan of the build- 
ing before (_him when he wrote, and 
who says that the space which it cov- 
ered was about twice as large.as that 
of the old temple. It was of much 
the same style as the Temple of Solo- 
mon, but its approaches were more im- 
posing, and it probably displayed all 
the architectural beauties of the time

FOR KING’S CORONATION YEAR

London, November 26.—~-With the 
‘closing last week of the Japanese- 
' British exhibition at Shepherd's Bush, 
| work was begun on the prep- 


next year, which, !f the plans now 
made are carried out, will be the 
greatest and most interesting show 
yet held in this magnificent show 
ground. 

Imre Kiralfy, the director and chief 
proprietor of the ground, has worked 
out a scheme for displaying the ex- 
tent and resources of the British em- 
pire in a way that they never have 
been displayed before, and he has 
i#hosen the year of King George's cor- 
onation to show as many as possible 
of his subjects what a wonderful em- 
pire it is. The keynote of the whole 
thing is to be realism. Instead of the 
old-fashioned displays of cloths and 
grains and fruit and other products, 
which make expositions of this kind 
like glorified dry goods or grocery 
stores, an effort will be made to re- 
produce in London actual parts of the 
empire, with the people in their fa- 
miliar home surroundings. From In- 
dia will come her artisans and labor- 
ers and they will settle down in an 
Indian village at Shepherd’s Bush and 
carry on their usual avocations. 
North American Indians will come 
from Canada and camp in a Canadian 
forest. Miners will come from the 
Transvaal] and work in a real African 
mine. Savage Fiji islanders will live 
the life they have always lived in a 
tropical garden. It will no longer be 
necessary to go to Iraland to see Kil- 
larney or the Giant's Causeway, for 
they will both be at Shepherd’s Bush, 
with natives of the’ places following 
their usual occupations. 

The idea had its inception in the 
tableaux of “The Four Seasons,”’ which 
formed one of the most popular fea- 
tures of the exhibition this. year. 
Here Japanese landscapes were faith- 
fully reproduced, but instead of liv- 
ing men and women they were peo- 
pled with wax figures. ‘The achentiee 
ralfy the idea of actually reproducing 
real places and bringing real people 
to inhabit them. 

These reproductions must not be 
“native village” 
sideshows which are to be seen at all 
such exhibitions. They are not to be 
sideshows; they will form the bulk 
of the main exhibition and will be

open to everyone who pays his admis- 
sion fee at the main entrance gate. 

Probably no exhibition which ever 
was held ineluded so many distin- 
guished persons on its general com- 
mittee as this one. Although the com- 
mitte is far from completed, I{t already 
includes half a dozen dukes a round 
dozen marquises and few score of 
earls, viscounts, barons and other 
small fry of the peerage. In fact, il 
the whole committee attends on the 
opening day it will be hard to throw 
a etone in the big grounds without 
hitting one who figures in “Debrett.’ 

It has been arranged that a propor- 
tion of receipts, guaranteed to amoun! 
in any case to $25,000, will be devoted 
to the fund for a national memorial 
to the late King Edward.
